However, no time was recorded in our 
firm's billing system for the period from January 27, 2000 through the filing date of the 
Application on February 29, 2000. This indicates that no substantive conversations 
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occurred and, after studying and analyzing the final draft of the Application, the 
inventors simply approved it for filing. 

5. I have reviewed the final draft of the '376 Patent Application mailed on 
January 27, 2000, and it appears to be identical or nearly identical to the draft that was 
filed, indicating that the invention of the '376 Patent Application was conceived prior to 
January 27, 2000.
